Aliandoued to his Fate. 

The latest telegraphic advices from 
Mexico, clearly indicate the future 
policy of the French Government 
towards that country and the rulor 
who has usurped the throne. When 
Napoleon invaded Mexico he did so 
with the full , belief that tbo United 
States wore hopelessly disrupted, and 
that the American continent could be 
invaded by European powers without 
oppoaiiion. Napoleon's design to 
draiv England and Spain into h\s 
Mexican schomo failed, because tlioso 
Powers w^re satisfied with indemuity 
ior tbo debts due their subjects, and 
accordingly packed their armies boino 
after having absfisted at the capture of 
Vera Cruz. The French, howovor, 
pi-wssid oii tb the capital of tho 
cpuotry— -no difBcult task, considorini^ 
the state of anarchy into which lliu 
Bepublio was plunged—where, after 
having established a Provisional Gov- 
orowont, ifapVleon tendered ilio 
throne to tho Archduke Maximilian, 
bi Austria, lylip willingly accepted tbo 
queatiouabre honor and has sinco 

'maintained a doubtful foothold in 
the country, op ly by moans of power 
fal amies' "61 'French' and Austrians 
At'l'beoloWof the Amerioan robollini!, 

Hhat Gdvbt'A'merit,' having healed its 
itaternocine sore,- demanded of Franco 
a statement of its policy towards Mex- 
ico, ap4,jjttt9J' tbo r^qeption .of sev.. 
oral sharp diplomatic notes, the P>-«nel) 
Governmeat announced its 'intoniion 
of; withdrawing its. army frou. tho 
country in 1867. This announcement 
was. made, after Napoleon had beuume 
Qonvinoed that the United States 



Goveru'tbeitt'' bad .re-established its 
soproniMysy ^V9V *1,ho'/length:, and 
breadth of it's natjoD^l domain. Bcoeht 
efforts have •sliown'" that the present 
European struggle was planned' in 
Napoleon's mind many months ago. 
Perhaps, when he sent Maximilian 
to Mexico ho was plotting with 
Austria against the peace of Prussia; 
but whatever may have been' His in^ 
tention,- at that time, the consent to 
withdraw "his troops was proof posi- 
tive that his . en iff ' policy ' to ward 
Mexico was a 'miserable 'failure. Had 
England, in 1863, joined with him in 
the reoognitiou of the Southern Gon- 
fbdeiraey, and offered a joint iriterven- 
tion in behalf of thoso struggling 
States, disunion would have boon ac- 
complished, and Mexico converted 
into a French colony. With hia own 
country involved in a ruinous war, 
and unablo to send biin any lurlhcr 
reinforcements, and deprived, in ad. 
dilion, of the assistance of Franco, 
Maximilian must give way before tlio 
Liberal forces of Juarez, aided by 
vetoran recruits from ilio disbanded 
American armies. IIo has been lit- 
erally abandoned to bis fate by i^iapo- 
loon, and tlio sooner ho makes bis 
way to the si'a slioro and returns to 
Iduropo, tho bolter will it, bo for bis 
own interests and those of the un- 
happy countiy in which he baa taken 
up his quarters. Tho " manifest des- 
tiny " of Mexico is annexation to tho 
North American States, and the futile 
attempt of tho Eraporov of tho French 
to onsuro a diflbrent fate, only proves 
that Napoleon is not always correct 
in his calculations. Maximilian's days 
in Mexico are numbered.

wilh palaces, tliealro, vaal holeU, glitterini; 
shops and brilliant cafes lining oilher Hide. 
The oqueatrlan statuo of llin great Frederick 
occupies a conspicunus padiiiun midway in 
the street. Ooc eml uf the street is closed 
by a bridge on which groups and statues of 
marble gloara while in ibo sun ; tho other 
eriremity is boundeii by Iho great Brandon" 
burg gale, which opens on the Thiorgarlen, 
and is Burino'jnted by tho famous group of 
horses which JNapoleon in lils pride carried 
off to Paris, and which the Allies, in their 
day of ttiumpb, brought back lo Berlin. 
Along this street, crowded at that early hour 
of the eveoing, passed the tall figure of Count 
Voo Bismarck. Every one recognized the 
remarkable face, with its perpatually sardoDic 
expiession and its deeply set lines. ' Half 
way Dp the street a young man, a moresiripN 
ing, nalked a few puces behind the Minister, 
as it following him out of conunan ouriosily, 
then suddenly pulled a revolver from hia 
pocket and fired two allots at; tho tiijiira bo- 
iore liim. The attempt had not even the 
poor redeeming courage of tho bravo, which 
was displayed by Ihiit of R.ivaillao, or that 
ol Balthazar (jarard- The assassin did not 
Dieet his foe face to face, but lired from 
befaiad. Neither bud Blind the nerve of 
ibese renoned assBssias. His miserable 
band must have shaken like a leaf blown 
dova in the neighboring Thiergarlon.althougb 
we are sorry to have to say that it wna a 
hand which once woo prizes at our own hon- 
est and manly rilie coiilesia a'. Wimbledon- 
JJisgiarck in a monumt tui-iied and sei.2od his 
enemy. He behaved with a courage and 
composure which extort our admiration. Ho 
hold the aBsasain by tho wrist, and though 
Blind actually fired throe shots while the 
Iron gripe of I be povarrul E^nssian Miois'ier 
was on hit) arm, his Intended victim held him 
so that everv shot must fire wide of the mark. 
Whatever Bismarck's defects, want of cour- 
age afid nerve was certainly never ranked 
among theijl even by this worst enemies; 
but on this occasion ho displayed a coolness 
sod promptitude vhioh would have dune 
bonor to a veteran soldier. Fortunately fur 
himself, be is a man of sinewy frame; and his 
opponent was suoo . helpless io his grasp. 
Tbe vretolied faohticlBliad was given into 
custody, and Couat Von Bismarck walked 
away wilh the full ooosciousoess that his 
•fjumy had only done bira a serviee. It was 
Jike conferring a new patent of nobility on 
biin. Il was more ; i; was paying him a 
tribula which ol lain assassination has usual- 
ly reaervpd lor the soverei^^ns and rulers of 
Stales. It is only fair toBisrnfvrok lo say that he 
went through tho ordejil with iiili'iiiely more 
dignity than was shown the other day by 
Emperor of ftassia, wbo firsi seized his iuteii- 
ded ftssassio by the b^ir, and thun shouted 
tor lielp, aud Iben began to cry for joy at his 
own safety. Count Yoa Bismarok, people 
say, walked along under the shadow o( the 
linden-rows, when he had ha-d given his assail- 
aat into custody, ealm, uuooncurned, sarcas- 
tic as aver — us if nothing particular had 
happened, as it ho had only just baen dis- 
fiolring iao uooittnageablti Parliament, or 
disposiag of bis coslomary champagne 
taocbeon. 

The aflfair after all might have been littlo 
more than n farce. Bat itsooo reverted to 
its original character. The wretched crea- 
ture who attempted the murder, and who, 
wo regret lo lenrii, is bo nearly related lo a 
distinguished (.lernian e.xile against whoso 
personal honoi' ami iiite;;rily no word has 
ever been breathtd — Uib wroiehed lilind 
erowned bis alti'mpled tnnnler by suicide 
While i.n prison he contrived to stab liiiiiself 
BOVeral tiinos in tlio throat, and the news of 
bin death reached London almost siinultun- 
eousty irith the asws of his arrest. It would 
ba superfluous to employ many words to 
e-Tprcss^iho doteslation of bis crime whiob 
every lioiuisl man and every Christian must 
feel- li w;is a criiiio as futile, purposeless 
and unjuHiiliable as tho deed done by his 
wretched couiitryinan, Saud, who killiul 
Kotzebue, in the senseless e.\aliuti'in of a 
/analical aiiJ pprvnrlod Benlimeiit. 'I'tui slay- 
ing of Count Von Bismarck would have dono 
nolliing for Prussia freedom but lo dolay ; 
nothing fur European peace but still farther to 
imperil it. The attempt has, among its 
many other deplorable eonssquonces. brought 
grief and chumo upon a distiiigiiisheil family 
living ill honorable e.xiU, and iipun the whole 
body of palriolie GiTriiiHi emigres, against 
whom even already in this country pulilical 
antagonism Iiqh had llio cowardly nuilignily 
(0 use tho crime of Blind as a sligiiui. To 
Count Von hisniarck Ihe affair is but another 
icfllher in hia cap. 'J'u him it brings uiidos- 
Cf«ed honor; to others far bettor than be an 
eqaaliy andesetved reproaoh. The King will 
doubtless tarn with now admiration and eon- 
Jjdonca to hifl Miniiiler who was so nearly 
martyred, and it may he tl.ul iho first shot 
fired Hi tho war which now sceinn imminent 
w/ill provu to bo that which was discharged 
by the trembling hand of tlm asoassin who 
lies already in u fuicide's graro.

Janion, Geeen If Rhbdei vs. Frankil—Tbla 
was an action brought to recover possession 
of certain goods pledged by Malowunski for 
$1200 and ulledged to be nolawfully detained 
by defendant. The cause of action, as in tho 
case of tho saroo plaiuliffd vs Solomon, heard 
tbo day before, arose oat of the bankruptcy 
of Malowanski, the plainiiQs olniming that 
the bankrupt parohased the goods of them 
under false representations, and that the tills 
to-.tbe'gooda. did not ' pass from ' him to de- 
fendant, who was cot an innocent pledgee ; 
and, the defendant's answer being that the 
goods so pledged were offered by the bank- 
rupt after they had been warehoused in his 
name, as security to tho defendant for money 
wliich he was urgently pressed by the bank- 
rupt to advance, and that tho advance and 
sale and transfer of the goods to defendant 
were perlcoily bonnfidt, the bankrupt being 
then in good credit, and not having disolosed 
the nature or data of his purchases, but rep. 
reseniing that the goods were purchased lor 
bfs Bcjiooner, Ihe North Star. 
' Mr Ring, with whom was Mr MoCreight, 
' instructed by Messrs Drake & Jackson, ap- 
peared for tho plaiotilT;, and the Attorney 
Uenoral, inatrucied by Messrs Pearkes & 
Ureen, for dolendaot. 

Fur the plainlifT, Messrs H. llhodae, Blair, 
James, Wilkie. Gray, Pickett, Nicholson, 
Manin, Solomon and Bishop were called, 
and when the plaintill's case was ooncluded, 
Mr Wood asked for a non suit on the ground 
that the plaintiQ, wbo broadly charged de- 
fendant with fraud, had wholly failed to show 
that there was any fraudnlent knowledge on 
tho pirl of tho defendant of tbecironmatanoes 
60 as to negative his title to the goods pledged 
for ioria fide advances made. 

ills Lordship ruled that there wcs evidonoe 
to go lo a Jury, but the Court would reserve 
tho points raised by counsel. 

Tho defendant was examined and swore 
posively to his utter ignorance of the circuui 
stances under whiob the goods were bought 
by Malowat ski, nod his implicit belief in iho 
laitor'a solvency at the lime when he applied 
to him (tho dolecdantj for monev. 

Messrs Grillon, of the Bank of British North 
America, and Mr Sebright Green wore also 
u.\:aininod. 

After counsel had been heard. His Lordship 
summed up the evidence and lelt it lo tho 
Jury lo fiud whether Malowanski oommitted 
a fraud, and il so, whether the defendant was 
cognizant of it. 

Tha Jury wore absent about twenty min- 
utes and then rendered a verdict, finding thai 
there was fraud on the part of the bankrupt, 
but that there was not sufHcient evidence to 
show that Fraqkel was aware ot it. 
J udgment for defendant. 

CoMPorNDiNo A Fbmnv;— Wm. Lyons, of 
the Great jElastern, charged a roan named 
Goorge Selines yesterday in the Polioe Court 
with receiving flfteen dollars for the purpose 
of not tojtifying in a charge preferred against 
him (Lyons! lor receiving property knowing 
it to bo stolen. Lyons deposed that ho was 
sent for by a man named Vaux, who informed 
bira that the prisoner would " clear out " for 
§20, and wanted to see him at bis house. 
Proseeolor vent down and saw prisoner, who, 
after some converaation, agreed to accept $13 
not lo take a falsa oath ogainst him (Lyons.) 
Complainant handed over the 815, having 
first marked one of the coins ; ho then gave 
the man in charge lo Officer McAdam, who 
arrested prisoner, and the marked coin was 
found on bis person; Vaux was called and 
corroborated complainant's statement. Pris- 
oner avowed in most pesitive terms that be 
was the victim ot-a plot oon'ttived to entrap 
him and get him out of the way, as be was 
the only witness left against complainant, 
ox-oflicer Mitchell having gone to Californio. 
lie further declared that he was invited to 
take a drink at Lyons' bar, and one glass of 
ale "knocked him cold all tho rest of 
the day." Prisoner was remanded till Fri- 
day for further enquiry.
